Night bus sc/vice into and out 
of Gettysburg will lie discontinued 
tonight, according to a letter read 
to borough council at a meeting 
in the engine house Tuesday eve­ 
ning. 


Russell Van Atta, traffic m an­ 
ager of Capitol Trailways, one of 
the bus lines operating through 
here, informed council of the dis­ 
continuance of the service in the 
following letter: 
"Your letter of August 15, 
1959, in reference to the bus 
stop on Chambersburg St. in 
the borough of Gettysburg. 
"We ourselves, along with 
other drivers, have made some 
checks and find that not only 
bus passengers are sitting on 
the steps at the parish house 
but also tourists who come 
into Gettysburg and are walk­ 
ing around looking the borough 
aver. 


Abandon Four Trips 
"Capitol Trailways are not 
In favor of bus pasengers using 
the church yard or the steps 
and wa have taken steps to 
remedy this situation as of 
Thursday, September IO, 1959, 
whereby we are changing our 
schedule and taking four trips 
out of the borough of Gettys­ 
burg on our Washington-Scran- 
ton division and also we ara 
eliminating 
two 
round-trip* 
between Gettysburg and Balti­ 
more. This means we will have 
no buses in Gettysburg after 
0:15 p.m. where passengers 
will be making 
connections 
with another bus. 
"W e know by eliminating 
toes* coaches the people of 
Gettysburg are not going to 
have the best of bus service 
but at least our buses will be 
in Gettysburg during the day­ 
light hours. 
"Our company cannot build 
a station in Gettysburg, Pa., 
or increase 
its present ex­ 
penses. 
Greyhound Concurs 
" I am very sorry that I could 
not attend your meeting this 
date, but have been in contact 
with Mr. Hilton, of Eastern 
Greyhound lines, and I am 
sure he will represent Capi­ 
tol Trailways in this matter." 
Hilton appeared briefly at 
the meeting and said he con­ 
curred 
with Trailways 
and 
that both bus lines will remova 
night service here. 
Radford H. Lippy, chairm an of 
the building committee for Christ 
Lutheran 
Church, 
appeared 
at 
Tuesday's meeting to complain of 
use of the Christ Church property 
by bus passengers at night ’ as a 
toilet."

The Gettysburg borough council, 
meeting Tuesday evening at the 
engine house, voted to rebuild and 
enlarge the 
Fourth 
St. 
bridge 
across Stevens Run and to order 
property owners along the west 
side of Fourth St., from York 
St. to Broadway, to place side­ 
walks and curbs within the next 
30 days. 
, 
The action came after approxi­ 
m ately 15 residents of the eastern 
end of the borough, for whom 
Robert Schriver and Jam es A. 
Treas served as spokesmen, urged 
council to "do something" to pro­ 
tect their children who are now 
attending the Eisenhower School 
They told council that the chil­ 
dren "have to walk in the street, 
which may not be too bad now. 
although it is dangerous—but will 
be a greater danger in winter 
when there is snow." They also 
complained of the condition of the 
bridge, declaring, "T here’s a hole 
in the flooring big enough to put 
your foot through." 
Take Quick Action 
Council President H M. Oyler 
said. "I don’t think the school 
board has given the town any 
consideration whatsoever in this." 
but promised speedy action. He 
promised the group that the high­ 
way and safety committees will 
"study this and resent a report 
as soon as possible. If they can 
get the report completed quickly 
enough we’ll hold a special m eet­ 
ing of council right away to act on 
the m atter." 
At the close of council meeting 
Oyler again brought up the m atter 
of providing sidewalks for school 
children. Councilman Mahlon P. 
Hartzell Sr. said he had counted 
47 youngsters using Fourth St., 
"walking in the road.’ Members

A final tally shows 438 per­ 
sons died in traffic accidents 
during the 78 hours of the La­ 
bor Day holiday weekend. 
The record of 461 was set in 
1951. 
The National Safety Council 
had estim ated 450 lives would 
be lost in traffic during the 
weekend extending from 6 p.m. 
Friday to midnight Monday, 
local time. 
In addition to deaths from 
traffic 
accidents

year, 
there were 29 drownings re­ 
sulting from boating accidents, 
62 nonboating drownings and 
84 deaths from miscellaneous 
accidents. The overall total for 
the holiday was 613.

Moscow had an ugly sense of 
foreboding. 
Luckily for most concerned — 
possibly it was more than co­ 
incidence—Stalin died in March. 
Georgi M. Malenkov became pre­ 
mier and party leader, the new 
boss.

enough to rule. Within a few weeks

Khrushchev 
nudged Malenkov out of the party 
leadership. The doctor's plot was 
denounced as a grim hoax. 
Nikita Khrushchev at last was 
on his way to the top.

Once secret police chief Lavren­ 
ty Bena was safely lodged in a 
Lubyanka prison cellar, awaiting 
the final bullet, and the police or­ 
ganization was purged of tens of 
thousands of its more dangerous 
members.

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Iowa Announces New, Better 
Tests To Replace CEEB Exam

A new tenting program for col­ 
lege-bound 
high 
school 
seniors 
was announced today by the Uni­ 
versity of Iowa. It marks the first 
real challenge to the long-estab­ 
lished but. often criticized College 
Entrance Examination Board. 


Iowa's American College Test­ 
ing program will get under way 
in November with between 200 and 
500 participating colleges and uni­ 
versities Like the older program, 
it will help the colleges determine 
in advance which students are 
qualified for admission. 
Tile C EEB tests are adminis­ 
tered for about 200 colleges, with 
less than 20 per cent of the na­ 
tion's 
total 
college 
enrollment. 
C EEB was established in 1901. 
Growing Criticism 
In recent years there has been 
a growing criticism of CEEB and 
of the Educational Testing Service 
which it helped establish in 1947. 
ETS prepares and scores the col­ 
lege board tests, as well as many 
other types of examinations. 
Dr. E. F. Lindquist, director of 
the Iowa program, said the new 
system will be more comprehen­ 
sive than the college boards, will 
bt cheaper, and the competition 
will result in an “ improvement 
of 
the 
ETS 
tests 
America’s 
ic hoots will get more for their 
money,” 
Here is a comparison of the two 
(systems: 
Different Costs 
College boards charge each high 
school pupil $6 for a scholastic 
aptitude test. Until this year K 
was $7. The high school is also 
charged 
a dime for each test 
given. A further test, to determine 
advance placement, costs the stu­ 
dent another $9. 
ACT will charge each student 
$3, and levy no charge against the 
high school. The Iowa test covers 
both scholastic aptitude and ad­ 
vance placement. It is also de­ 
signed to provide guidelines for 
student counselors and to serve as 
a basis for the granting of schol­ 
arships and loans. 
CEEB provides the participating 
colleges with only two scores — 
mathematics and one which re­ 
flects word knowledge and read­ 
ing ability. No reports are made 
to the student or to the high 
school. 
The Iowa program will give the 


colleges four scores — English, 
mathematics, science and social 
studies. It will also tell the pupil 
his score, in an interpretive leaf­ 
let, and report th? score to the 
high school. When the pupils be­ 
come college freshmen, their col­ 
lege grades will be reported back 
to the high schools to help the 
schools judge their own teaching 
programs. 


Lindquist sees in the new test­ 
ing program the only salvation for 
some colleges where entering stu­ 
dents now have to take up to 18 
hours of tests the first week they 
art on the campus. This is bad 
enough now, he says and will be 
vastly worse when the number of 
college 
freshmen 
jumps 
from 
711.000 this year to an estimated 
1.267.000 in 1969.

INTEGRATION

DOVER. Del. (AP) — Tlx* mix­ 
ing of white and Negro pupils in 
first grade classes of Delaware’s 
public schools begins today. This 
gradual integration, to be fully 
completed in 12 years, was ordered 
by a federal court. 
Extra details of state police we 
summoned to duty in the two 
southern counties of Kent and Sus­ 
sex. 
Gov. Ca let) J. Boggs said com­ 
pliance would be peaceful, that 
Delaware is law-abiding. 
In this north-south border state, 
sandwiched between Pennsylvania 
and 
Maryland, 
integration 
has 
been in effect for more than fix e 
years in most of the public schools 
in northern New' Castle County. 
This area contains half of Dela­ 
ware's population and includes its 
largest city, Wilmington. 
The judge rejected total integra­ 
tion because it would cause "em o­ 
tional strain . . . on a predomi­ 
nantly southern society.” 
Today’s integration start adm it-' 
tedly is token. So far, only 30 
Negro youngsters have been reg­ 
istered in nine of the sta te s 94; 
school districts. 
The >taie ha." roughly 75.000 pu­ 
pils, with about 14.000 of them 
Negro. Nearly half of the negroes 
attend schools rn 17 previously in­ 
tegrated districts.
